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3. WORKING GROUP PL-B ALSO TOOK UP DRAFT RESOLUTION 
RELATING TO 1978 AERONAUTICAL WARC SUBMITTED BY UK. 

AFTER INTROCUCTION, THE IFRB CHARIMAN SUMMARIZED THEIR 
ACTIVITIES AND PRELIMINARY RESULTS. HE CITED THE 
REUIREMEMENTS SUBMITTED BY APPROXIMATELY NINETTY ADMINIS- 
TRATIONS IN RESPONSE TO CIRCULAR LETTER AND EXPRESSED OPINION 
THAT PROPOSED RESOLUTION AS DRAFTED WAS NOT NECESSARY. 

HE OFFERED SUGGESTION THAT A SHORTER, MOE GENERAL RESOLUTION 
WOULD BE MORE APPROPRIATE. OF PARTICULAR INTEREST WAS A 
STATEMENT THAT BOARD HAD DEVELOOPED A NEW OR MODIFIED PLANNING 
TECHNIQUE WHICH WOULD PERMIT 20 TO 40 PERCENT MORE CHANNEL 
ASSIGNMENTS IN A BAND THAN WAS POSSIBLE IN CONSTRUCTION 
OF EXISTING ASSIGNMENT PLAN. IT WAS INDICATED THAT THIS 
PLANNING TOOL WOUOD BE COMPUTERIZED AND SHOULD BE AVAILABLE 
FOR USE AT 1978 WARC. THERE WAS VERY LITTLE PARTICIPATION 
BY COUNCIL MEMBERS IN DISCUSSION. THE UK SPOKESMAN AGREED 
TO EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES OF MODIFIED RESOLUTON WITH 
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IFRB AND OTHER INTERESTED MEMBERS, AND SUBMIT NEW DOCUMENT 
TO WG AT LATER MEETING. THERE HAS BEEN NO REPEAT NO
